“The power of the Judge to ‘sen- 
tence to death’ has done more than 
anything else to ‘prevent convictions 
for murder in the first degree,’” the, 
Governor said.. ‘‘The jury in felony 
cases ought to determine only the 
guilt or innocence of the person on 
trial. If the accused is adjudged 
guilty, he should ‘be turned over to 
the gate for disposition tobe detér- 
mined by a special board.”’

Sees Western Candidate. 

Ex-Governor Charles S: Whitman 
said: 

“T am somewhat flabbergasted by 
the statement of Governor Hughes. 
I felt convinced from the first state- 
ment made by President Coolidge 
that he would not be in the race but 
did not have the same settled con- 
viction with regard to Mr. Hughes. 
Now the nomination probably will go 
to some Western candidate.

“ Coolidge out.” 

President Samuel S. Koenig of the 
Republican County Committee said:

connection with the meeting of the 
National Committee, which today 
gave further impetus to the west- 
ward course of its political trend by 
selecting Kansas City as the place 
for holding the national convention 
next June.

BOTH ASK INTERVENTION 


Debate a Dramatic One, Which Is 
Likely to Be Revived When Pilsud- 
ski Reaches Geneva Tomorrow.

GENEVA, Dec. 7.—The League of 
Nation’s Council provided both spec- 
tacle and drama before a packed 
house this afternoon when Poland 
and Lithuania were invited to air 
their grievances and difficulties at 
the Council table. 

M. Waldemaras, Premier and Dic- 
tator of Lithuania, and M. Zaleski, 
the Polish Foreign Minister, who 
also is sitting as a member of the 
Council, each made two long 
speeches, from which it appears that 
it will be quite difficult to end the 
"state of war’’ between the two coun- 
tries, even if such ‘“‘state of war’’ 
precludes actual Habting. 

In latter years no nation has pre- 
sented a more striking portrait of in- 
jured innocence than did Lithuania 
today as her case was outlined by 
M. Waldemaras during the forty min- 
b 904 which his opening speech occu- 

ed. 

P’But during the next forty minutes, 
which were taken up by M. Zaleski, 
this picture was equaled by _ his 
presentation of the high-mindedness 
of Poland. In the same way the sins 
and omissions of each nation were 
figuratively portrayed by the repre- 
sentative of the other. 
Pilsudski’s Arrival Awaited. 

According to the general belief 
here, a settlement, so far as the 
League Council is concerned, is now 
fairly well cut and dried. Neverthe- 
less, debate is likely to recommence 
on the ar.,ival here. of Marshal Pil- 
sudski, the Polish Premier and Dic- 
tator, who, according to reports 
here, will provide the climax for the 
entire composite picture when he 
presents himself at the council table 
on Friday. This will make it impos- 
sible to finish the agenda of the 
present session before Tuesday. 

The most striking political refer- 
ence in today’s speeches was‘that of 
M. Zaleski apropos of the Port of 
Memel, now held by Lithuania. This 
is especially interesting to the 
Upmited States on account of the fact 
tht the settlement of the Memel sit- 
uation was made by a commission 
headed by an American, Norman 
Davis. 

The Polish Foreign Minister, after 
outlining the economic relations 
which existed between Poland and 
Lithuania for a century, cleverly 
drew a narrowing comparison be- 
tween these relations and the trade 
conditions of the past few years, 
during which the frontier has been 
closed, 

He declared that the Port of Me- 
mel was falling into decay and 
asked. the council whether a grave 
error had not been committed by the 
League of Nations in awarding the 
city to Lithuania, 


Lithuanian Proves Surprise. 


M. Zaleski then used a sizable sup- 
ply of whitewash recounting the 
‘‘times’’ Poland had extended the 
hand of Christian fellowship to her 
smaller but truculent neighbor only 
to have it spurned. 

On the whole, M. Waldemaras 
seemed to make a better impression 
on both Council and public. In the 
matter of Marshal Pilsudski’s recent 
outburst, in which he admitted de- 
bating with himself an entire night 
on whether he ought to mobilize, the

Investigator Is Named. 


GENEVA, Dec. 7 ).—A European 
statesman who took active part in 
the Washington naval conference, 
Forei Minister SBeelaerts van 
Blockland of the Netherlands, will 
seek a formula to solve the Polish- 
Lithuanian difficulties.

Even if the game little Lithuanian 
Premier did not win all members of 
the Council over to belief in his 
charges against Poland, he certainly 
won their admiration for his pluck,

ment.

Fish Will Introduce Resolation 
Suggesting Similar Treaties 
With All Great Powers.

tion of treaties by the United States 
with Great Britain, Japan, Germany 
and Italy to outlaw war along the 
lines of the proposal made to Wash- 
ington last April by Foreign Minister 
Briand of France is favored by Rep- 
resentative Fish of New York, Re- 
publican, member of the House Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs. 

Mr. Fish today introduced a reso- 
lution calling upon the Secretary of 
State to furnish the House with a 
copy of the French communication. 


Today’s resolution pointed out that 
the present arbitration treaty with 
France will expire on Feb. 27, 1928. 

‘*The American people,’’ said Mr. 

Fish, ‘‘are very much interested in 
the proposal made by the French 
Minister of Foreign Affairs to enter 
into an agreement with the United 
States to mutually submit disputes 
between the countries to arbitration 
and substitute law and justice for 
war. If this magnificent offer were 
made in good faith we cannot refuse 
nor should we hesitate to cooperate 
in every way toward consummating 
mg a compact for peace and good- 
will. 
‘The final form of the compact is 
one which will require careful con- 
sideration, but the principle involved 
is one which will have the whole- 
hearted approval of the American

INQUIRY ON MEXICO ASKED. 


Black of New York Requests House 
for Action-on Hearst Charges.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Investiga- 
tion of charges against the Mexican 
Government now being aired in the 
Hearst newspapers was proposed to- 
day in a resolution offered in the 
House by Representative Black, 
Democrat, of New York.

Un- 
less some way through ‘national ef- 
fort is found of raising’the level of 
prices on our basic products suffi- 
ciently to: meet production costs and 
give a margin of. profit that will en- 
able the actual producers to hold 
their land and provide for its con- 
stant improvement, then the small 
farmer is doomed. 

“The present situation in American 
agriculture is in large measure due 
to our post beet:KeCctepbe RA - Mb et-ha (eset: 8 Mm ele) oo 
icies, e have subsidized and en- 
couraged farm production and at. the 
same time we have failed to give 
equal attention to the consequences 
upon the individual farmer of in- 
creased competitive selling.: During 
the war we insisted that the Amer- 
ican farmers should expand their ef- 
forts to the utmost to feed our. ar- 
mies in the field;and the armies and 
civilian populations of.the Allies as 
well. But when the war ended we 
failed to consider that there was a 
certain responsibility upon us as a 
nation to aid the farmer to escape 
from the disastrous after-effects of 
Eeceens production and competi- 
ion. 

“The very spirit of our institutions 
cries out against conditions which 
must eventually lower the qoeity of. 
one-third of our citizenship... Our 
sense of fair play recoils at the weak- 
ening effects upon the basic industry. 
of our country which our lack of 
foresight‘ has ‘ caused. ; 

‘“‘We must -not permit agriculture 
to decline in comparison with other 
industries. .It would be a calamity 
to have our farm population lose 
the rugged independent character 
which has made our country great. 
We must encourage their sturdy, 
confident initiative. To me it is 
basic that the farmer should have an 
equal chance with men in all other 
forms of industry.’’ 


Farmers Adopt Program. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 7 4#).—Adoption of 
a legislative policy for the coming 
year marked the close of the Amer- 
ican Farm Bureau Federation meet- 
ing here today.

Scott McBride, General Superinten- 
dent of the Anti-Saloon League, was 
re-elected today by the Board of Di- 
rectors at the biennial convention 
here. 

A majority of the members of the 
new Executive Committee is con- 
trolled by the Superintendent, and a 
resolution ‘‘straddling’’ the issue of 
a demand for ‘‘dry’’ planks in the 
party platforms consolidated the po- 
sition of Dr. McBride. The dry plank 
igsue was advocated by the group 
led by Dr. Ernest H. Cherrington. 

‘The principle of prohibition hav- 
ing been embodied in our national 
Constitution is no longer proper ma- 
terial for party platforms,” the reso- 
PU AGS MC tba) 

“There is no way of making its 
- yery stronger legally than it now 


and only orderly repeal can make 
it legally weaker.’’ 


Cherrington Gets New Post. 


The faction within the league 
‘which has been working for Dr. 
Cherrington, however, is far from re- 


garding itself as defeated, and in- 
sists that strategically it has won its 
main objective with the creation of 
a new Department of Education, 
Publicity and Research, of which Dr. 
‘Cherrington was elected the director, 
and in which post he will be respon- 
sible, not to the general superintend- 
ent, but to the Executive Commit- 
tee and the Board of Directors. 

Hereafter, the Cherrington faction 

redicted, enforcement of the pro- 

ibition law would be left to the of- 
ficials charged therewith, who would 
be held accountable for the manner 
in which they discharged their re- 
sponsibilities. . 

“It is not the business of the Anti- 
Saloon League to administer the 
law,’’ an official of the league said 
tonight.

‘The time has come,’’ he said, ‘‘to 
give solemn, positive warning to the 
leaders of both political parties that 
we will not support any man, Demo- 
crat or Republican, for President 
who has the record or holds the 
views of men like Senator Reed, 
President Butler, Governor Smith or 
Governor Ritchie.’’

The meeting was addressed, among 
others, by Dr. J. M. Doran, Prohibi- 
tion Commissioner; Mrs. Mabel 
Walker Willebrandt, Assistant At- 
torney General; Captain Richmond 
P. Hobson, Secretary General World 
Conference on Narcotic Education, 
and Miss Evangeline Booth, Com- 
imander of the Salvation Army, New 
York City, who warned ‘‘Dry Amer- 
ica never to temporize or go back.” 

The delegates elected a full slate 
of officers, the only contest. which 
developed being settled by the re- 
election of Dr. McBride. 

Bishop Thomas Nicholson of De- 
troit was re-elected President; S. BE. 
Nicholson of New York, Secretary; 
Foster Copeland of Ohio, Treasurer; 
the Rev. H. H. Russell of Ohio, as- 
sociate general superintendent; Dr. 
Cherrington as general manager of

No one was elected to fill the place

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|Union Organizer at Meeting of 


Sabway Employes Tells of Call 
for More Motormen. 


The charge that the Interborough 
Rapid Transit Company. was making 
a new attempt to train a reserve 
corps of motormen for use in a 
strike or lockout of union men on 
the subways was made last night by 
James H. Coleman, organizer for 
the Amalgamated Association of 
Street and Electric Railway 
ployes, at a mass. meeting at the 
Harlem Casino, 116th Street and 
Lenox Avenue. 

“Today, I understand, a notice 
was posted for the mechanical men 
in the Interborough shops suggest- 
ing training as motormen,” he. said. 
“T hear that some forty were se- 
lected to report to the school car to 
take instruction to become motor- 


men. 

“Ts it just another crazy stunt born 
in the head of Counselor Quacken- 
bush of the Interborough to throw a 
scare into you, or have they a deep- 
laid scheme in mind? What are the 
trying to put over on the public now? 
I challenge Quackenbush or Presi- 
dent Hedley to tell in the press why 
they are trying to break in these 
men when they already have suf- 
ficient motormen. Is it to oust the 
Amalgamated? 

“We are not intimidating you, we 
are not coercing you. We are offer- 
ing. to help you and if you want us, 
as this hering indicates, all the 
efforts of Mr. Hedley are not going 
to drive the Amalgamated out, Our 
numbers are a daily.’’ 

About 350 men attended the meet- 
ing; most: of them Interborough em- 
ployes whose affiliation with the out- 
side union banned. Another 
meeting for employes who worked 
last. night will. be held this morning 
at Harlem Casino. Those who came 
to last night’s meeting by subway 
were scrutinized by a group of ten 
men in the subway station who, 
union officials said, were company 
“‘spotters,’’ hired to get the names of 
those. attending. 

Two or three other men alleged to 
be “spotters” loitered on the side- 
walk near the Casino, but the spot- 
light which union officials were to 
have directed on them from the 
building was not in operation. The 
oe and Jack Levy, manager of 
he hall, had requested that it not be 
used in order to prevent trouble. 

The Interborough ‘‘watchers’’ were 
assailed in most of the speeches at 
the pears. 

“There is no other union they 
would dare to stand men around,’’ 
said Hugh Frayne, general operator 
for New York State of the American 
Federation of Labor. ‘‘They would 
not think of daring to spy on a meet- 
ing of the Central Trades and Labor 
Council, for instance, if their pur- 
pose was to interfere.’’ 

Patrick J. Shea, Executive Board 
member of the Amalgamated, de- 
clared that the. Transit Commission’s 
investigation had shown that the 
Interborough had no concern about 
its men. While their wages were 
being lowered, he said, the salaries 
of Hedley and Quackenbush were 
increased. 

Other speakers were Joseph Ryan, 
President of the Central Trades and 
Labor Council; B. J. O’Brien, Inter- 
national Vice President of the Amal- 
gamated, and _ representatives of 
other unions who pledged support 
to the subway men.

Donald,’ Who Died on a ‘Secret 


Mission’ in Russia. 
OR OF HIS UKRAINE TRAGEDY 


Son of the Englishman’s Fiancee 
Here, Sees Nothing Strange in That, 
Because It Would Be a Secret. 


Richardson K. Wood, son of Mrs. 
Marguerite Wood of Millbrook, N. Y., 
explained yesterday what he thought 
was the reason for absence of identi- 
fication in London of his mother’s 
fiancé, Sir Donald Thursfield, who, 
she has heard, was killed while on a 
‘secret mission’’ for the British Gov- 
ernment to the Ukraine. 

Formal announcement of Mrs. 
Wood’s engagement was made on 
Monday by her father, Dwight 8S. 
Richardson of 19 East Seventy-first 
Street, who also announced the death 
abroad of his daughter’s fiancé on 
Tuesday, following receipt of two 
cable dispatches from London, one 
unsigned, telling of his end.

man over the telephone for his moth- 
er, who was reported as absent from 
her home at Millbrook. 

“Sir  Donald,’’ he said, ‘‘had 
worked anonymously in the diplo- 
matic service of the British Govern- 
ment -for the last twenty years.

“ PARIS, Dec. 7.—The part .of Pres- 
ident Coolidge’s speech dealing with 
disarmament attracts much atten- 
tion in Paris. The French find 
themselves between conflicting emo- 
tions. On one hand there is dis- 


appointment at what is regarded as 
2 promise of continuance of Amer- 
ican isolation and at a program of 
navy building which seems not to 
contribute to disarmament. 

But, on the other hand and less 
theoretically, the French find no 
little comfort in the nationalist ame 
of the President’s address, especially 
where he refers to the country’s 
right to decide what armaments it 
needs, there being no restraining 
treaty commitments. President Cool- 
idge finds that the United States 
needs a defensive fleet sufficient to 
protect itself. That is what the 
French say about their army.

“Those precautions are elementary 
wisdom. However, we regret that 
America shows a lack of logic and 
encourages others to decrease their 
armaments without taking into ac- 
count the need of a world-wide se- 
curity organization.

VETERAN LIFE POLICIES RISE 


Bureau Says 245,000 Converted 
Their Insurance Since June 30. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 ).—Gov- 
ernment insurance amounting to 
$2,893,044,640 was being carried by 
587,930 World War veterans at the 
close of the fiscal year, June 30, 
1927. 

The annual report of the Veterans’ 
Bureau reveals a conversion of 
about $1,400,000,000 yearly renewable 
term insurance to the United States 
Government life insurance by 245,- 
000 veterans during the first six 
months of the current year. The 
total of converted insurance was 
thus raised to $2,220,969,824 and the 
number of policy-holders to 500,880. 

Yearly renewable term insurance 
in force at the end of the fiscal 
year amounted to $672,074,816, held 
by 87,100 persons. 

Disability compensation was being 
paid to 243,611 veterans at the end 
of the year, an increase of 17,127 
over the preceding year. 

The average monthly award to in- 
dividual beneficiaries was $50.66. 

The highest average monthly pay- 
ment was $66.33, for tuberculosis 
cases. Average monthly payments 
for neuro-psychiatric cases was $51.55 
and for general medical and surgical 
cases $33.38. 

Since the first of the year when 
the loan provision of the World War 
Adjusted Compensation act became 
effective, 689,805 loans amounting to 
$64,433,625 were made to veterans on 
the security of their adjusted com- 
pensation certificates. Of this num- 
ber 464,468 loans were made by 
banks: and trust companies and 225,- 


337 loans were made by the Veterans’ 
Bureau.

ITS WORK NEARLY ENDED 


WIll Discuss Final Details Next 
Week and Then Revise Tene- 
ment House Law. 


The Ncw York State Commis- 
sion for Revision of the ‘Tenement 
House law, it was learned yes- 
terday, in its report to the Governor 
and the Legislature, may recommend 
that the maximum height of busi- 
ness and other structures over a part 
of the city be extended. This de- 
cision may be reached despite propa- 
ganda from some quarters in favor 
of lower buildings. 

The commission expects to hold 
an important meeting next week, at 
which some questions which still re- 
main undecided will be finally dis- 
posed of prior to the drafting of 
its report and some measures to be 
presented. .to.the Legislature ..under 
its sponsorship, including a bill em- 
bodying a complete revision of the 
Tenement House law with obsolete 


provisions cut out and new provi- 
sions to fit modern conditions sub- 
stituted. The commission is com- 
posed of eleven members, of whom 
four are Senators, four Assenibly- 
men and three are appointees of the 
Governor. It has been at work for 
several months and its job has al- 
most been completed. 


Urge Greater Height. 
Under the present law. operative 
in this city the height of buildings 
may not exceed one and one-half 
times the width of the streets upon 
which they are located. “Architects 


who have been questioned by ‘the 
commission, it was said yesterday, 
have urged that from the standpoint 
of gg and air a greater height 
would be more advantageous, if 
only provision is made for proper 
setbacks at graduated levels. 

With the value of land what it.is 
in the congested business; and rési- 
dential districts of this city, they 
have pointed out to the commission, 
builders, in order to insure proper 
returns on their investments, with 
the present limitations in height en- 
forced, are compelled to build more 
compactly than would be :necessa 
if the maximum height was extended.

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ASK LAW PROVIDING 
OLD AGE PENSIONS 


Labor and Fraternal Leaders 
Meet and Plan Campaign 
for This State, -« ’ 


COMM.TTEE IS APPOINTED 


Professor Chamberlain Urges. That 
Legislature “Investigate the 
Problem.” 


Representatives of labor, civic and 
fraternal organizations, with a total 
membership said to exceed 1,000,000, 
met last night at a gathering called 
by the American Association for Old 
Age Security to outline an intensive 
campaign for old age pension legis 
lation in this State. The meeting was 
in the International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers’ Union headquarters at 3 
West Sixteenth Street. 

Thomas J. Curtis, Vice President 
of the New York State Federation 
of Labor, who presided, declared 
that such laws were greatly needed. 
He asserted that many employers in 
this city were refusing to take on 
men. more than 45 years old and 
that in some cases they were weed- 
ing out competent workers despite 
years of faithful service. Ms 

He said that statistics demonstrated 
that four old couples could be main- 
tained by the State in their respec- 
tive homes at the same expense as 
that required to support two couples 
in almshouses. Old age pensions, 
he added, would not only keep 
aged couples together in circum- 
stances permitting of self-respect, but 
would e cheaper than _ present 
methods. 

Professor Joseph Chamberlain of 
Columbia University said that old 
age pensions had opérated success- 
fully in Great Britain and her col- 
onies and in most European nations. 
He urged that a legislative commit- 
tee, with some Gubernatorial a 
pointees, be created to- investigate 
the problem of such pensions. 

Abraham Epstein, Secretary of the 
association, asserted that ‘‘two out 
of every three persons over 65 
need some sort of support.”’

PARIS, Dec. 7.—‘‘If members of 
the Sporting Club behave riotously 
they do so in good company, in that 
of General Pershing, General Gou- 
raud and the President of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies.’’ 

This plea was made today in the 
Paris police tribunal by Tristan Ber- 
nard, the humorist, dramatist and 
candidate for the French Academy, 
in defending the famous Sporting 
Club, which has many American 
members, against ejection on com- 
plaints of rowdyism by neighbors of 
its premises in the select row of 
residences opposite the Elysée Palace, 
the home of the French President. 

It was a typically Parisian hearing 
and attracted an audience which 
came to be amused the same as it 
would go to a cabaret or a show, for 
it is seldom that the writer of a 
number of witty stage sketches and 
once one of the original group of en- 
tertainers who in the 90s made the 
name “Black Cat’? synonymous with 
French wit and gaiety now deigns to 
appear in public. 

Bernard appeared for the Sporting 
Club in his capacity as Honorary 
President of the organization, but he 
recalled that he had studied law and 
been admitted to the bar in his 
youth. ‘‘But I gave up law for liter- 
ature and sport,’’ he added. 


“Dreadful accusations have been} 


made against this club,’’ he said. 
‘“‘But it cannot be criticized for a too 
noisy exercise of physical gyrations. 
Let me tell you that these are strictly 
limited in the Sporting Club to two 
hours per day; most of us take only 
our daily dozen. 

‘It is said that we drink and gamble 
there and I will admit that some 
toasts have been drunk on the prem- 
ises on occasions. But if we ever 
behaved riotously we did so in good 
company—in that of General Per- 
shing, General Gouraud and the 
President of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties. These gentlemen not only vis- 
ite: us but frequently returned. 

“As regards gambling, I can only 
asfure you that that is perfectly re- 
spétctable, as is proved by the fact 
that the Paris municipality itself 
takes 80 per cent. of the profits 
therefrom. Our adversaries assert 
that any one can get into this club, 
which is untrue, as is apparent from 
the fact that I discovered from back 
records of rejected applications which 
had been made by several of the wit- 
nesses against us. 

“As to the general morality of the 
organization, I hope the Count will 
agree that I would never agree to 
be made a statue or a gargoyle on 
the facade of a profaned temple. 

“Our neighbors are said to have 
complained of our behavior, but

IMPORTANCE OF A BALANCED 
BUDGET. 


Each of the three reductions in 
tax rates since November, 1921, has 
been measured on. the certainty of 
our ‘ability to stand such reduc- 
tions. This is the only safe course. 
It has brought forth a balanced 
budget. In this we have found our 


financial stability. We have been 


operating on the wise plan that re- 
duction in rates of Federal taxes 
should be permanent. This is the 
only proper ‘basis for-tax reduc- 
tion, In a business of the magni- 
tude of that of the Federal Govern- 
ment there must be a margin of 
safety. The fact that this'margin 
has grown to large proportions in 
the past fiscal years carries no as- 
surance that that will continue.

The budget system has now been 
in effect a sufficient length of time 
to enable us to appreciate fully its 
far-reaching importance. It is di- 
rectly responsible for our _ hoa 
ent position of financial stability. 
Must hd P aan has been acquired by 
scientific management of our busi- 
ness affairs. This management 
has resulted in improvement 
BAstaclit-aetol AB Act Melaby-MeaC-) (Meee y outed 
by Federal operations. It seems 
inconceivable that such progress 
could have been made in so short a 
period ‘after the great world con- 
flict. Yet. it has been done. It 
demonstrates the efficiency of our 
form of government. The good of 
all the people is, our controlling 
consideration. And because of this, 
scientific m ement of our af- 
fairs.is essential. 

In slightly more than six years 
we have had substantial reductions 
in taxes and in that same period 
we have enhanced eatly the 
value of the service which we are 
rendering the people. We are 
raising money to pay our long-term 
commitments. We have provided 
for adequate national defense. Our 
housing problems are being cared 
for. All through our Government 
activities there have been improve- 
ment and progress. Federal activ- 
ities have kept pace with a growing 
and progressive nation. This has 
all called for orderly procedure, 
and we are reaping the rewards 
which follow that course. We can 
well take the experience of the 

t as our index to future opera- 
ions. If we proceed along the or- 
derly lines followed these last years 
our continued success is assured. 


TAX REDUCTION. 


“ Since 1920 there have been three 
reductions in taxes for the purpose 
of relieving the people of some of 
their war burdens. The act of 
November, 1921, lightened the tax 
load by a reduction of $663,000,000. 
The act of 1924 afforded additional 
relief of $519,000,000. The act of 
1926 made a further reduction of 
$422,000,000. Taking these all to- 
gether our tax demands have been 
lessened by $1,604,000,000. This in 
itself illustrates the value of or- 
derly procedure. 

The people are permanently 
richer because of the diminished 
demands made by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. And hand in hand with 
these material curtailments of the 
amounts taken from the people the 
‘public deb’: has been reduced. From 
a — of more than twenty-six 
-and.a half billions of dollars the 
debt had been reduced on June 30, 
1927, by $8,084,794,716. This lower- 


ing of the debt means an annual - 


saving in interest of approximately 
$320,000,000.-. While is tangible 
and extraordinary saving empha- 
sized the importance of debt re- 
duction as a preliminary to ulti- 
mate adequate tax reduction, we 
have at this time for consideration 
the question of further relief to 
those who pay Federal taxes.

To jeopardize our balanced budget, 
to do anything that in the most re- 
mote degree would threaten to in- 
terfere with the orderly processes 
of wise financing, to take steps in 
the interest of tax reduction that 
would necessitate either revolution- 
ary curtailment of important Fed- 
eral projects and activities or com- 
pel a later upward revision of tax 
rates, or both, is unthinkable: I 
am convinced the- people of this 
country are overwhelmingly in fa- 
vor. of keeping the' budget balanced 
and are just as overwhelmingly op- 

sed to. any measure.or measures 
hat would make-any other result 
even remotely possible. 

I-am counting on the continued 
prosperity of the nation in recom- 
mending a tax reduction of $225,- 
000,000. I am also counting on the 
determined continuance of the 
campaign for rigid Government 
economy. I believe that a tax 
reduction in the sum which I have 
mentioned is. justified. We must, 
however, preserve the sanctity of 
a balanced budget. Under the law 
made by the Congress the Presi- 
dent cannot countenance a pro- 
gram of expenditure or approve 
estimates for appropriations that 
threaten .to interfere with. the 


annual balancing of ‘the national 
budget.

The non- 
enactment of the second deficiency 
bill during the session of Congress 
which closed March 4, 1927, neces- 
sarily adds to the total of these 
supplemental estimates which must 
now be presented to the Congress. 


REFUNDING TAXES. 


I believe the time has. come when 
our estimates of appropriations for 
refunding taxes illegally collected 
should be reflected in the appro- 
priation items requested in the 
budget. In prior years this item 
of expense, while reflected in bud- 
get estimates of expenditure, has 


not been fully reflected in the an- 
nual estimates for appropriations. 
The operation has been conducted 
on a calendar-year’ basis by mak- 
ing the refundment of taxes an 
item for inclusion as a supplemen- 
tal, rather than budget, estimate. 
The budget herewith contains an 
estimate of $135,000,000 for refund- 
ment of taxes for the full fiscal 
year 1929. This is in harmony with 
the plan to have the annual bud- 
get estimates reflect the conditions 
for the fiscal. year to which they 
relate. The balance of the current 
fiscal year will. be covered by a 
supplemental estimate. 

In the development of this plan 
the estimates of appropriations in 
this .budget carry approximately 
80,000,000 more for permanent and 
indefnite appropriations than has 
appeared in -preceding budgets. 
This.is all in the interest of hav- 
ing the -budget estimates reflect 
actual requirements. This is a step 
in the right direction. It narrows 
the margin between our estimates 
of appropriations arid the estimate 
of expenditure. The latter esti- 
mate has always carried these 
items, but their reflection else- 
where in the budget as estimates 
of appropriations is most desirable. 

Taking the refundment of taxes

nent and indefinite funds together, 
we have an increase of $230,000,000 
over what would have been re- 
quired under the plan of estimates 
heretofore followed in preparing 
the annual budgets. This is not a 
real increase, as these items have 
always been included in the esti- 
mates of expenditure. 


CIVILIAN EMPLOYES. 


The budget herewith contains 
for the first time estimates of 
appropriations for commencing 
liquidation of the liability of the 
Government to both the civil ser- 


vice and foreign service retire- 
ments. The Congress wisely au- 
thorized submission of estimates 
for this purpose. This conforms 
to the principle under which we 
have been operating to amortize 
our long-term commitments. For 
the civil service retirement fund 
the estimate is $19,950,000 and for 
the foreign service retirement fund 
$213,000. 

The Government board of actu- 
aries estimates that an annual 
appropriation of the former amount 
for 71 years and of the latter 
amount for 60 years will meet fully 
the accrued and accruing liability 
of the Government to these two 
funds. Since these estimates are 
based on the present pay roll, any 
increase in the roll. will be re- 
flected in a reduction of the time 
in which the liability of the Gov- 
ernment will be. fully discharged. 
An.increase of 1 per cent. annually 
in the pay roll of those contribu- 
ting to the civil-service retirement 
fund would reduce the period of 
amortization from 71 to 42 years. 

We are necessarily concerned in 
the Federal pay-roll. This concern 
involves both the interests of the 
taxpayers and those who are on 
the rolls. ~The effort has been to 
do equal justice to both. The Classi- 
fication act of 1923, with the ex- 
tension of comparable rates of 
compensation to those in the field 
service, has substantially met the 
situation. In 1923 the average 
salary of Federal employes at the 
seat of .government was $1,674. 
When the Classification act went 
into effect. in 1924 it increased the 
average salary to $1,749. For the 
fiscal year 1927 the average salary 
had ‘increased to $1,846. For 1928 
the average salary will be about 
$1,886 and for 1929 will amount 
approximately to $1,897.

In 1927 there was available for ex- 
penditure for defense purposes, ex- 
cluding all nonmilitary items and 
retired pay, $576,000,000.

$625,000,000, while this budget con- 
templates available defense funds 
of approximately $645,000,000. 

The estimates carry $48,000,000 
for increase of the navy. This pro- 
vides for prosecution work on all 
projects authorized by the Con- 
gress, with the exception of 3 sub- 
marines and 12 destroyers author- 
ized in 1916, for which no funds 
are desired at this time. Navy 
craft under construction in 1929 
will compromise 2 submarines and 
8 cruisers, of: which 2 will be prac- 
tically completed in 1929—the Pen- 
sacola and Salt Lake City. Ample 
funds are provided in the estimate

Surveys Busimess for Year. 
Secretary Mellon began his report 
with the folowing summary of busi- 
ness conditions during the past year: 
“First—A large volume of business

“Second—The volume of new .can- 
struction remained large, as engi- 
neering and industrial and public 
works projects were in sufficient vol-

‘*Fourth-—Business was free from 
the accumulation of excessive inven- 
tories, advance ordering subject to 
cancellations, and unreasonable spec- 
ulation in commodities, and a spirit 
of caution prevailed generally among 
business men. 
“Fifth—Automobile production con- 
tinued at a pace somewhat reduced 
from the year before, and dangers 
of a serious slump have been les- 
sened as demands for replacements 
are now sufficient to absorb about 
half of the year’s output. 
‘‘Sixth—Competition became more 
intense and the largest profits were 
made by those concerns capable of 
introducing economies or capturing 
the market by adaptation of their 
products to the demand. 
“Seventh—Charges for the use of 
fixed capital were reduced both on 
industrial and Government securities 
and on farm loans. 
“Kighth—Banks in the United 
States increased their loans and in- 
vestments about $2,000,000,000 at the 
same time that they reduced some- 
what their dependence upon the Fed- 
eral reserve system, due mainly to 
gold imports and a decline in re- 
quirements for currency. 


Volume of Business Sets Record. 
“The volume of business trans- 
acted during the year, when meas- 
ured by the total money value of 
check payments through banks out- 
side New York City or by. recognized

The cotton textile industry, on 
the other hand, stimulated by the 
low price of cotton, was more active 
than for years past. Other textile 
industries also sted a generally

Money Conditions Rule Easier.

Analyzes Federal Revenue. 


Secretary Mellon reported that the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1927, gave 
the first opportunity to analyze the 
changes in the princi source of 
revenue and the distribution of in- 
ternal taxation effected by the. 1926 
revenue act. He pointed out that the 
increase in the total ordinary. re- 


in |ceipts from $3,962,755,690 in. 1926 to 


$4,129.394.441 in 1927—an increase of 
$166,638,751 — came from sources 
other than internal revenue taxation. 

Internal revenue collections, includ- 
ing income taxes, tobacco and other 
miscellaneous internal taxes, he con- 
tinued, increased from $2.837.639,377 
to $2,869,414,342, or $31,774,965 over 
the preceding year. Receipts from 
customs and such miscellaneous 
sources as Government-owned securi- 
ties, Panama Canal tolls, &c., were 
$134,863.786 larger than in 1926, or 
$1,259,980,099, as compared with 
$1,125,136,313. 

He said that close analysis of in- 

rnal revenue collections showed 
that tax changes were responsible 
for the failure of such receipts to 
increase. Altho income taxes 
yielded $2,224.857.900, or $242,952,712 
more than in 1926, he went on, larger 
back tax collections on incomes— 
$331,476,826, as compared with $295,- 
982,056 in 1926-—-were responsible for 
about $35,000,000 of this increase, The 
large volume of back tax colections 
tn 1927, he added, resulted from in- 
tensive work on returns for war 
—, the majority of which are now 


osed. 

The Secretary continued: 

‘“‘Making allowance for receipts 
from this temporary source, current 
income tax receipts during 1927 in- 
creased about $208,000,000. This is 
the increase in collections depending 
on the new law in which rates of 
tax on individual incomes were dec- 
creased, and credits and exemptions 
increased, while rates on corporation 
incomes were increased. Income and 
profits in the calenda. years 1925 
and 1926 were at an unusually high 
level, and collections on these in- 
comes, half of which came in the fis- 
cal year 1927, were larger in spite 
of the substantial reduction in indi- 
vidual income tax rates. 

“Offsetting the additional current 
income tax collections of $208,00,000 
was a decline of about $211,000,000 
in collections from other internal 
taxes. These miscellaneous internal 
revenue taxes were seriously cut by 
the 1926 act. from $855,599,289 in 
1926 to $644,421 ,542 in 1927.- If, there- 
fore, allowance is: made for collec- 
tions not affected by the tax re- 
vision, internal revenue collections 
during -927 were approximately the 
same as 1926.’*

Shows Effects of Tax Changes. 


Discussing the effects of the in- 
come tax changes, he went on:

“In the second place, the entire 
decrease in taxable incomes occurred 
in the classes not in excess of $5,000, 
while for those in excess of $5,000 it 
materially increased.

The total national income was un- 
ee edly greater in 1925 than in 
1924, due to increased prosperity, but 
the income actually returned for in- 
dividual income tax purposes was

Income Tax as a Class Levy. 

Paradoxical as it may seem, the 
average tax paid for 1925 was $136.83 
greater than for 1924, an increase of 
over 87 per cent., in spite of lower 
normal and surtax rates in 1925. This 
igs Hkewise true of the rate. In 1924 
the average rate of those returning 
taxable net income was 3.62 per cent., 
while in 1925, despite all reductions, 
it increased to re} per cent. The ex- 
planation is found in the elimination 
of about 2,000,000 of the small tax- 
payers and in the fneréase of the 
number of taxpayers reporting larger 
incomes. 

“Analyses of the returns made un- 
der the 1924 arid acts indicate 
that the income tax in this country 
has become a class rather than a na- 
tional tax.

Thus the Secretary, in rec- 
ommending legislation on the reve- 
nue, merely reprints in full his sug- 
gestions as submitted to the Ways 
and Means Committee last October.

At other times if we want 
sunlight and fresh air we must pay 
for it. We cannot make rain or 
snow, ‘but we can turn engineers 
loose to make. industrial plants 
smokeless and give health officers 
authority, and funds, to abate air 
nuisances, including the disposal of 
garbage and ashes. If the city wants 
clean air, it must keep striving for 
it. Many a smoke-abatement crusade 
has failed simply because it was not 
sustained. If Pittsburgh can clean 
its air, New York ought to be able to. 


HUMAN ENGINEERING. 


It was out of an extended experi- 
ence and a large survey of industrial 
conditions that Mr. SCHWAB drew 
the material of his Presidential 
address to the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers.

CLEANING THE AIR. 


Pollution of the city’s atmosphere 
by carbon monoxide gas has not yet 
reached the stage where it consti- 
tutes a real menace. Still the figur-=s 
of Commissioner HARRIS give him 
proper concern. As Professor HEN- 
DERSON of Yale said long ago, the 
concentration of carbon monoxide in 
the streets, while not dangerously 
high, does constitute “an influence 
inimical to health.” It is commonly 
measured in parts of gas per million 
parts of air. Some of Dr. HARRIS’S 
samples show a content as high as 
284 parts of the gas, but these were 
no ‘doubt taken in unusually con- 
gested localities. Carbon monoxide 
is not, supposed to become trouble- 
some until it passes the 400 mark. 
The ventilating apparatus in the 
Holland Tunnel is geared to keep 
it below that point. Certainly the 
health authorities should be .on 
their guard, for as traffic congestion 
increases carbon monoxide is also 
likely to increase. Professor HEN- 
DERSON once suggested that taxicabs 
be equipped with chimneys so that 
the gas could be discharged into the 
upper air. 

Carbon . monoxide is the latest 
form of air’ pollution, but not the 
only one. The smoke nuisance is an 
ancient municipal evil. Dr. Harris 
is at the moment busily engaged 
with his Advisory Committee devis- 
ing means of. abating it, by preven- 
tion, stricter regulation and a sus- 
tained campaign of public educa- 
tion. Ventilation engineers . ae

A GREEN OLD AGE. 


Recurring birthdays of the New 
York Philharmonic Society are 
worth marking. There is something 
in them to celebrate; good reason 
also to look forward confidently to 
the future. The fact that the Phil- 
harmonic Society has just passed its 
eighty-fifth birthday is a matter for 
New York to rejoice at and to be 
proud of. The society may claim to 
be the artistic progenitor of a dozen 
or more American orchestras, sev- 
eral of them, as it is itself, of the 
first rank. It is fortunate in these 
years beyond its European contem- 
poraries in commanding support and 
resources enabling it to attain near- 
er the perfection that only constant 
and intelligent rehearsal can bring. 

The Philharmonic Society, like 
other artistic institutions, has had 
its ups and downs. There have been 
years of the “doldrums,’ when 
achievement as well as outlook was 
doubtful. There have been periods 
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in services for wages paid.” This, 
it will be remembered,. has been 
officially accepted by the American 
Federation of Labor. If pay is to be 
higher, production must be greater. 

It is a great opportunity for man- 
agers and business engineers which 
Mr. SCHWAB outlined in his forecast 
of future development. The effort 
must be to maintain steady employ-

the successful conduct of the busi- 
ness will permit. The typé of execu- 
tive which Mr. SCHWAB has in mind 
must resemble closely the ‘ Key 
Men” of whom Mr. SAMUEL STRAUSS 
writes in the December Atlantic 
They are the ones who mediate 
between the great corporations and 
their employes, They consider it a 
part of their engineering job to 
understand thoroughly the part 
which labor has in it. It is their 
work to coordinate, to inspire, to 
win confidence. Ability to do this 
is now required in big business and 
is regarded as a part of the neces- 
sary technical equipment of the men 
in control of it. More and more the 
skillful manager is coming to be 
thought of as the humane manager. 
He does not, for this, plume himself 
upon his own virtue, but simply 
considers that he is using approved 
methods and utilizing the tools of 
his trade which have been found to 
be indispensable. 


THE CONVENTION CITY. 

When’ Chairman BUTLER opens the 
1928 Republican Convention at Kan- 
sas City he will get a reception that 
should warm the heart which his 
fellow-citizens of Massachusetts 
chilled for him, and make him for- 
get the cries of perfidy that arise 
today from the partisans of San 
Francisco and Detroit. For Mr. 
BUTLER’S sudden shift from neutral- 
ity as to the choice: of a convention 
city to strong advocacy of Kansas 
City was, at least chronologically, 
followed by the choice of the Kaw 
River Valley capital; and its citi- 
zens will be eager to show their 
appreciation. 

What happened the day before the 
Republican National Committee se- 
lected Kansas City has served to 
make the prospects of the gathering 
even more notable. Candidates, im- 
mured in their‘ headquarters by 
doubts whether Mr. COOLIDGE really 
meant it, are springing into the lists, 
and the fight at Kansas City will be 
worth seeing. In party and national 
history the campaign of 1928 pre- 
sents every promise of interest and 
importance, and undoubtedly the 
Corn Belt will feel proud to house so 
important a conclave. Politicians in 
this country firmly believe that such 
elements contribute to success, , and 
unquestionably it was felt that, hold- 
ing the Convention in Kansas City 
will help to mollify: the farmers. 
This is’ but one of the reasons that 
governed the selection.

wandhaus Orchestra of Leipsic and 
the Conservatoire Orchestra of Paris 
antedate it; and, as a society giving 
concerts, the Royal Philharmonic of 
London, though not as a permanent 
and continuous organization. But 
taking a place among these is honor 
enough for an orchestra founded in 
a new country where music, until its 
day, had been largely an impor- 
tation, The Philharmonic Society 
wears its honors lightly, and is more 
concerned with its living and vital 
present than with its past. It de- 
serves all the congratulations that 
are coming to it. 











BETTER NEWS FACILITIES AT 
GENEVA. 


At last the Council of the League 
of Nations has given heed to’ the 
complaint of press correspondents 
at Geneva. It has adopted a resolu- 
tion for expert study of the means 
to secure prompter transmission of 
League news. So great is the num- 
ber of newspapers and agencies 
anxious to obtain right of way for 
their cables and telegrams that often 
the existing service breaks down 
Even in this country the careful 
planning and organizing which pre- 
cede any event of national interest 
like a Presidential convention. or 
even a prizefight does. not enter 
into the imagination of the layman. 
Only newspaper men and the offi- 
cials of the telegraph companies 
realize the obstacles which must be 
—and here always are—overcome, 

In Europe the overcrowding. of 
telegraph wires by news did not’ be- 
come serious until American corre- 
spondents began sending columns 
of material where Europeans only 
wired a few paragraphs. American 
participation in the World War and 
the Peace Conference, followed by 
the wide expansion of American 
foreign news services, imposed. a 
strain which was augmented when 
the practice became common : for 
most of the important papers. of 
Europe to send special correspon- 
dents to Geneva and other places 
where important international gath- 
erings were being held. 

It.is stated that at least two hun- 
dred correspondents have been in tere 
neva. Their dispatches are filed in 
at least a dozen different languages. 
Many have been instructed to send 
exceptionally full reports. The facil- 
ities, at Geneva have been taxed to 
theYiimit, Every correspondent be, 


lieves that. shis “ copy.”’ should have 
priority. “Bach wishes to feel that he 
can send as much as he wants and 
that it will arrive in _time_ to 
“make” the day’s edition. 

Fortunately, the difficulties are 
only technical and are readily reme- 
died. But they bring out forcibly 
the complexity of the modern news- 
gathering machine. Cable and tele- 
graph tolls furnish a large item in 
the cost cf newspaper publishing. In 
most countries those in charge of 
the telegraphs and cables are as 
keenly ‘conscious as are the corre- 
spondents of the importance of pro- 
viding rapid and sure transmission 
of press dispatches. It is not enough 
that news be accurately gathered 
and filed at the telegraph offices. 
It must be sent as quickly as possi- 
ble unhampered by censorship and 
not garbled. 








CENTRAL EUROPEAN 
MINORITIES. 

A depressing picture of injustice 
and folly emerges from the prelimi- 
nary report submitted to the Ameri- 
can Committee on the Rights of Re- 
ligious Minorities by its investigat- 
‘ing deputation in Rumania. In that 
country Jews, Baptists, Lutherans 
and Roman Catholics are the victims 
of an excited nationalism, directly 
stimulated or connived at by a 
majority of the old ruling class. The 
minority rights stipulated in the 
peace treaties by which the new 
Rumania came into being are in- 
scribed in the Constitution but are 
largely violated in practice. Patri- 
otic “defense” organizations, ani- 
mated by religious or racial hatred, 
are sanctioned by the Government. 
The old pre-war policies of Russifi- 
cation against many subject races of 
the Czars, of Germanification against 
the Poles, are now in force, and 
with a ruthlessness of procedure that 
the old methods did not always 
attain. In the universities, in the 
schools and courts of law, in various 
fields of administration, the investi- 
gators found a state of inequity 
which moves it to speak out with a 
vigor that refuses to take account 





of international “ etiquette.” 

Rumania is not the only guilty 
party in Central and Eastern Eu- 
rope. There is tragic irony in Jew- 
baiting campaigns in Hungary, fol- 
lowed by Hungarian protests against 
anti-Hungarian riots in Rumania. 
But- the case of Rumania is the 
worse of the two. Rumania cannot 
plead the sense of defeat and humili- 
ation which may be responsible for 
Magyar pogroms. Rumania came 
out of the war enormously aug- 
mented in area and population. Her 
duty, even her self-interest, is to 
consolidate what she has won. But 
the poorest conceivable way of ce- 
menting a new nation together is 
by intimidation and the denial of 
legal and moral rights. ,As the depu- 
tation points out, the new nations in 
Europe need all the talents and 
loyalties they can muster to deal 
with their new problems. Instead, 
they are engaged in rebuffing talent 
and fomenting embitterment. The 
forces which wrecked two great em- 
pires and helped to defeat a third 
are again in play. - 

Vitimately, it is for the League of 
Nations to speak out if the peace of 
the Continent and the well-being of 
the nationalities themselves are not 
to be undermined. The League has 
the legal right under the treaties. It 
has the moral right as guardian of 
peac> in Europe. And, for the Pow- 
ers in the League, there is the addi- 
tional right of self-defense. They 
cannot tolerate local hatreds which 
may lead to general conflict. If 
there is now in existence a Greater 
Rumania, it is because of the sacri- 
fices of the English and French 
nations.

To the ape of The New York Times: 

Mr,. Roe’s letter concerning traffic 
congestion undoubtedly expresses the 
opinion, of many who feel that if cer- 
tain existing rules were more rigidly 
enforced and some others made; con- 
ditions might. be improved. This is 
undoubtedly _ true to a certain extent, 
but unfortunately not to the neces- 
sary extent.. The management of 
traffic here is by no means bad, all 
things considered, and it is doubtful 
whether it would be possible to in- 
crease the efficiency of the streets, 
under present conditions, by the en- 
forcement of any regulations, old or 
new, to more than a very few per 
cent., whereas the situation calls for 
an ey SO of several hundred per 
cent. 

Such a gain can only be had by the 
avoidance of interference, which is 
the chief cause of congestion. As the 
recent resolution of the New York 
Chapter of the American Institute of 
Architects puts it, ‘‘the development 
of a system by which the three types 
of traffic using our streets, the fast 
moving, the slow moving and pedes- 
trian, may be separated and per- 
mitted to move freely will obviate 
interference, which is chiefly respon- 
sible for congestion under existing 
conditions.’’ 

The belief that half-way measures 
and makeshifts will suffice for the 
present is a dangerous one and likely 
to prove terribly expensive, for every 
day’s delay adds to the cost and dif- 
ficulty of doing what in the end must 
be done if high building is to con- 
tinue, and meanwhile half the cost of 
transportation is wasted. 

Some of Mr. Roe’s suggestions are 
excellent, but when one must walk 
and stop by signal I shall want to 
live in some place where such rules 
do not exist. The right-turn theory, 
too, seems fallacious, for it would add 
enormously to the necessary mileage 
of vehicles, and the loss in that way 
would more than outweigh the gain. 
There is far too much mileage now; 
the sooner an automobile is off the 
street the better, and congestion can- 
not be reduced by increasing traffic. 
That can only be done by striking at 
the root of the evil and removing its 
cause, which is interference. The 
sooner this is understood the better 





it will be for the city and all its in- 
habitants. The problem, is an archi- 
tectural one and the-advice of the 
architects should be heeded.

Prom time to time, the notion has 
been more or less prevalent on the 
campus that because intercollegiate 
activities generally, and football par- 
ticularly, have been. overemphasized 
by many colleges and by the public 
at large, Wesleyan should underesti- 
mate them: But Wesleyan: cannot 
afford to lean backward at the risk 
of underemphasizing them. 

“The result of such an attitude can 
only be to deny to Wesleyan under- 
graduates the opportunity to derive 
from intercollegiate athletics the full- 
est benefits which they. can confer.”

In addition, the President 
sent word to Mr. Kealing that he 
would be glad to send ‘his personal 
physician to wait on and care for 
him. In his illness Mr. Kealing was 
attended by Dr. Spencer and Dr. 
Clark Rogers. 

Besides Mrs. Spencer, his_ sister, 
Mr. Kealing is survived by two other 
sisters, Mrs. Louis Morgan of Miami, 
Fla.. and Mrs. R. E. yobetbel-adey el of 
Indiana lis; three nieces, Mrs.

Mr. Kealing was born at Indian- 
apolis and was graduated from But- 
ler College in 1879: He then‘ studied 
law and was admitted to the bar in 
1881. He became a Republican Na- 
tional Committeeman in 1920 and 
was one of the late Warren G. Hard- 
ing advisers during his campaign. 

He attracted nation-wide attention 
in 1909 by resigning as United States 
Attorney after serving for eight 
years. His resignation was a protest 
against the removal of Delavan 
Smith and Charles R. Williams, own- 
ers of The Indianapolis News, to the 
District of Columbia to answer 
charges of ‘criminal libel made 
against them in connection with ar- 
ticles about the Panama Canal and 
Railroad.

As Journalist, He Declares, He Has 
Become Used to: It—Composes 
His Plays in Fragments. 


Ferenc Molnar, Hungarian play- Fa 


wright and journalist, arrived yester- 
day from Budapest on the White 
Star liner Olympic. to visit: Gilbert 
Miller, for whom he has: written a 
comedy as yet unnamed. ‘This:is his 
first trip to America. His only pub- 
lic appearance in the United States 
will be next Wednesday, when he 
will deliver a lecture at Columbia 
University. 

The Hungarian playwright, a man 
of stout build rather below the me- 
dium stature, wears large glasses 
and speaks French and German be- 
sides his native tongue. When asked 
te write in an autograph book, Mr. 
Molnar said he always did this in 
Hungarian, because the people who 
cannot read the writing say, ‘‘I wish 
that I understood this language, be- 
cause this man is so wonderfully 
clever,’? and those who know Hun- 
garian say, ‘‘This man is really very 
dull, but he is a kindly soul and we 
must pretend to be amused by him.”’ 

Mr. Molnar was.asked if it were 
true that he wrote his plays in frag- 
ments, tossed them: into a bureau 
drawer and after about a year put 
them together and finished the work 
within a month. He replied in the 
affirmative and continued: 

“T am a journalist first, as I have 
spent the greater part of my working 
life in newspaper offices. In this 
manner I have become used to work- 
ing at night and prefer it, as the 
place is quiet and there are no tele- 
phones ringing or persons calling at 
the house to disturb me.’ 

Commenting on the city, the play- 
wright saia: 

“If you say anything in New York 
it should be about spiritual things, 
because the city is too great to talk 
banalities.’’ 

With regard to the new play he told 
Mr. Miller that he: had left the title 
to him because the producer had 
selected the last one, ‘‘The Play’s the 
Thing,’’ which had proved successful. 

The Hungarian reception com- 
mittee which greeted Mr. Molnar at 
the pier addressed him as ‘‘Mr. Edi- 
tor.’’ Seven of his plays have been 
produced here. The first was ‘‘The 
Devil,’”’”. given 19 years ago in two 
theatres simultaneously, Mr. Miller 
said, at the Belasco and the Garden 
Theatres by Harrison Grey Fiske and 
the late Henry Savage. 

Mr. Molnar’s wife, Lili Darvas, is 
now appearing with Max = Rein- 
hardt’s company at the Century 
Theatre and will return with him to 
Europe when she has finished her 
engagement, he said.

The Devil Wladimir Sokoloff 
Opening mysteriously with liturgi- 
cal music, chants and fanfares from 
an orchestra perched high in the 
second gallery, Dr. Reinhardt’s 
version of ‘Everyman,’ entitled 
“‘Jedermann,’’ played at the Century 
last evening, evokes and preserves 
the majesty of its simple theme. 
This is Hugo von Hofmannsthal’s 
poetical transcription of the old 
morality legend which was once 


played on village greens and rolling 
platforms when drama still Tae 
desperately to religion. With 
Alexander. Moissi shouting the fears 
and resignations of Everyman, with 
death rising ghastly and sinister in 
the. background, with the pealing of 
bells and the deep harmonies of the 
organ, Dr. Reinhardt stages the 
legend as spectacle and church cere- 
mony. 

And sometimes as a frank show. 
Sometimes the goose-step entrances 
of chorus and the infusion of comic 
relief seem too highly stylzed for 
spare; laconical Yankee audiences. 
Although thé Century Theatre is our 
most spacious auditorium, Dr. Rein- 
hardt’s spectacle is accented to even 
vaster distances. Once or twice in 
the Summer festivals he has set this 
‘“‘Everyman”’ on the open square be- 
fore Salzburg Cathedral. Admiring 
the current performance, one can 
still understand that it would be 
more enthralling under the open sky 
—that, like its medieval progenitors, 
it still longs for the out-of-doors. 

All the action passes on a stage al- 
most free of setting. In the rear a 
series of skeletonized gothic arches 
announce the reverent mood of the 
theme. Two series of steps divide 
the playing space into three levels. 
Thus, without arduous changes of 
scenery, the groups of figures cross 
the stage as on a public highway, the 
supper carnival romps sinfully on a 
second level and the solemn en- 
shrinement of Everyman in the last 
scene occurs impressively on a level 
close to the gothic arches. 

When Dr. Reinhardt’s’ version 
seems least pleasing it relinquishes 
the rude simplicity of the Everyman 
legend for modern theatrical preten- 
tiousness. Let the opening lines of 
the prologue in a translation here 
sound the key of the drama— 

Listen, good people, to this holy play; 
’Tis a performance for the rich and poor, 
bon small, the great, the children and the

THEATRE PRICES UP . 
FOR NEW YEAR'S EVE 


Rates Higher on Average Than 
in Recent Years—Eight Mu- 
sical Shows Ask $11. 


ONE PLAY CHARGES $7.70 


Three Other Dramatic Picces Set 
$6.60 Top and Many Raise 
Orchestra Rates to $5.50. 


Theatre ticket prices for New 
Year’s: Eve, it was learned yesterday, 
will be considerably higher on the 
average than in recent years. No 
less than eight musical shows are 
asking $11 for orchestra seats, and 
one dramatic show will go as high 
as $7.70. In pervious years not more 
than. one or two musical shows have 
attempted the $11 price, and $5 has 
been considered a good price for dra- 
matic shows. 

Five musical shows will charge $11 
for all orchestra seats, these being 
“Manhattan Mary,’’ “The Five 
O’Clock Girl,’’ ‘“‘R ° Rita,’’ ‘‘Golden 
Dawa” and “A Connecticut Yan- 
kee.’’, ‘“‘Good News’’ will maintain 
this figure for all except the last 
three rows, which will be priced at 
$7.70, while the Ziegfeld ‘‘Follies’’ 
will sell the last four rows at this 
figure. ‘‘Show Boat,’’ which comes 
to town Christmas week, is another 
attraction that is certain to charge 
$11 for at least the major part of its 
orchestra floor. 

The highest priced dramatic show, 
at $7.70, will be ‘‘The Command to 
Love.”

For three hours last night -Mad- 
ison ‘Square Garden was in a turmoil 
of excitement as - 20,000 - spectators 
howled and cheered while the forty- 
third international six-day race went 
on at a furious pace.

Jams Start Early. 


The jamming started just before 
the first of the evening svrints. At 
that time there were only mild 
thrills as the spurts were started ‘and 
sustained only by the teams: who 
were far in the rear.

~ ON BASEBALL PACT 


Are Unable to Decide on: Date 
for Termination of Agreement 
With Major: Leagues. . 


DRAFT TERMS. UNSETTLED 


Fight on Renewing the Present Ar- 
rangements Predicted at the 
_ Meeting in Dallas. 


By The Associated Press. 

DALLAS, .Texas, Dec. 7.—Minor 
league grievances: ‘over the present 
major-minor draft.code, and the con- 
troversy aver the life’.of the agree- 
ment governing relations between 
the major and minor leagues, were 
briefly aired on: the floor of the an- 
nual convention of. the National As- 
sociation of Professional Baseball 
Leagues here today. 

No action was taken on the draft 
question, although:'it‘ provoked a 
lengthy discussion, .but. the matter of 
the life of; the majof-minor agree- 
ment was referred to a committee 
for.a construction of apparently con- 
flicting clauses. 

The. major-minor agreement . was 
drawn .up seven years ago to furnish 
the upper and lower strata of base- 
ball a code to guide. relations be- 
tween the .major leagues and the 
smaller circuits. One clause of the 
agreement seems to indicate that the 
understanding is to-last seven years, 
in which case the. document would 
become inoperative next season. In 
another’ section of the agreement 
the language. apparently indicates 
that the agreement is to be binding 
during the life of Kenesaw Mountain 
Landis, ‘ commissioner of baseball. 
Still another section of the instru- 


ment seems to make its life twenty- 
five years. 


Some Seek End of Pact. 


Some minor leagues, chafing under 
the present draft law, or other 
phases of the agreement, hope that 
the understanding will terminate this 
year so,that a new agreement can 
be drawn. The matter finally went 
to the Committee on- Constitutional 


Changes, which was instructed to 
prepare a. resolution .construing the 
meaning of the conflicting clauses 
for action "by:the convention. 

After. the.-convention has agreed 
on its own construction of the moot- 
ed. point the action of the convention 
will be forwarded to the majors and 
may come up at the major league 
conventions in Néw York next week. 

That the minors would not agree to 
the terms of the present draft should 
a new major-minor~ agreement -be 
drawn was freely asserted in the 
meeting. 


Start Modification Move. 

The draft fight came up on a reso- 
lution introduced by Walter Mogris, 
owner of the Dallas and the Akron 
clubs, and designed to open the way 
for a modification of the draft agree- 
ment. Under this agreement the 
Texas League, in common with many 


other minor leagues, can be forced 
to sell promising players,’ under cer- 
tain conditions, to major league 
clubs of a higher classification for a 
standard price. <a 

The Central Léague, newly formed 
circuit in: Ohio, Pennsylvania and 
Indiana, perfected its organization 
last night. L. J..Wylie, President of 
the Three-I League, was elected Pres- 
ident. Six cities will have: clubs in 
the league. They are Springfield, 
Canton,. Dayton and Akron, Ohio; 
Erie, Pa., and Fort Wayne, Ind. 

A number of leagues, including the 
American Association, the ‘(Coast 
League and the International League, 
have never accepted the draft. John 
Conway Toole, President of the In- 
ternational League, objected to this, 
eueerting that the three AA leagues, 
which did not accept the draft, could 
not be forced to make any other 
agreement. Toole asserted that the 
AA leagues were coerced into accept- 
ing the modified draft under which 
they ‘now obtain players under op- 
tion. ' Toole said he would: favor a 
stand against the modified draft. 
‘*We were forced into that,’’ he said.

HE other day we remarked that some Yale alumni 

resent the fact that Mr. T. A. D. Jones goes 

around lecturing to boys’ clubs and prep school 
gatherings on the right way to live. Branch Rickey, 
one-time manager of the Cardinals, whose avocation is 
talking to Y. M. C. A. clubs, was cited as a similar 
example in baseball, Mr. Rickey’s orations having 
earned him the hearty dislike of those baseball men 
who hate what they call ‘‘goody-goody preachers.” 

We might have extended the list and included James 
Joseph Tunney, heavyweight champion of the world. 
The other night he talked before a boys’ club in Jer- 
sey City on clean living. The very thought of the 
heavyweight champion doing such a thing made many 
boxing men feel extremely ill at the pit of the stomach, 
and more than one pugilistic nose was turned up in 
profound disgust. 

We don’t say that these citizens. are right and that 
Tunney is wrong. In fact, we string along 100 per 
cent. with Gene. If he wants to read Schopenhauer 
and lecture to boys on upright living, it’s perfectly 
O. K. with us. But there’s no denying the fact that 
James Joseph would be less unpopular—or rather, 
more popular—with a lot of folks if he were of a dif- 
ferent type. 

We are firmly convinced that Tunney would be 
much better liked if he weren’t so ‘“‘good,’’ so bookish 
and so “high-brow.’’ The hard-boiled men of boxing 
simply can’t get over those things. 


Mr. Tunney Is Not the Type. 


Of course, Gene doesn’t seem to give even half a 
hoot whether he is popular or not. He goes along in 
his own sweet way and, personally, we consider him 
the best ‘“‘man”’ that has ever held the heavyweight 
LalaCy 

But the trouble with him, from the popular view- 
point, is that he isn’t the type. He isn’t what a heavy- 
weight champion is supposed to be. In this day and 
age you've got to be a “‘type.”” Imagine a stage detec- 
tive who wasn’t dark and scowling, did not have big, 
flat feet, did not yell at the top of his voice and re- 
moved his big, black derby hat in the drawing room. 

A farmer has hay sticking out of his hat, chews a 
straw and says, ‘‘Well, by cracky!’”? in a squeaky, 
nasal tone. And just try to think of a big business 
man in a movie who doesn’t chew savagely at the 
end of his cigar while he revolves it feverishly around 
in his mouth. Or of a prizefighter who hasn’t got a 
cauliflower ear and a battered nose and doesn’t wear 
a gaudy striped sweater while he swaggers in and 
talks out of the corner of his mouth. 

A heavyweight champion who reads Kant and gives 
moral talks is as strange as a movie heroine who 
doesn’t portray deep emotion by a heaving of the 
bosom and violent agitation of the shoulders. 


Take Ruth, on the Other Hand. 


It is unfortunate, but true, that & jJarge section of 
the populace views with disfavor men like Gene Tun- 


ney, Tad Jones and Branch- Rickey. They are not 
“the type,” and the people feel that they have been 
cheated of their lawful rights. 

The same section of the populace thinks that Babe 
Ruth is just about perfect. ‘Here,’ they say, “is a 
real guy. He is big and tough, but he’s a regular 
bird. He spends too much and eats too much and gets 
into trouble every so often, but we like him. He’s a 
real guy.’”’ 

Undoubtedly it’s true that much of Mr. Ruth’s pop- 
ularity is due to the eccentricities of his behavior. He 
will talk to boys’ clubs, yes, but on the subject of 
“how I socked that old onion over the fence yester- 
day.” Much of Mr. Ruth’s charm lies in the fact that 
he approximates what the public thinks a ball player 
should be. And the same goes for Mr. Dempsey in 
the pugilistic field, even though he was so unwise as 
to have his nose rebuilt. 


Florida Again in the Limelight. 

The troubles of lovely Florida multiply rather than 
diminish. No sooner had John J. McGraw announced 
the removal of his ball team from Sarasota to Au- 
gusta, Ga., than the Cleveland Indians made it known 
that they were also evacuating Lakeland, Fla., and 
transferring to New Orleans. 

Now the sad tidings are broadcast that there will be 
no racing at the Miami Jockey Club because of State 
statutes against bookmaking, betting and pool-selling. 

There are veiled intimations that other major league 
clubs besides the Indians will follow Mr. McGraw’s 
lead and switch training camps to other States. 

We are still waiting for a withering return fire from 
Mr. Al Lang, father of baseball in Florida. His si- 
lence up to this time is pregnant with. possibilities. 
In any event, we expect a devastating rebuttal from 
Miller Huggins when the “mighty mite’? comes to 
New York next Sunday for the league meetings. 


A Good Word for Pennsylvania. 


A long communication has reached us from “Penn- 
sylvania °93’” which sets up the claim that “there 
never was a Big Three but rather a Big Four—Har- 
vard, Yale, Princeton and Pennsylvania.” This corre- 
spondent goes back to 1889, when the first All-Ameri- 
can team was selected, and attempts to show how 
Pennsylvania has kept step with the so-called Big 
Three in the number of all-star elevens on which Red 
and Blue players have won a place. 

His findings are that out of the thirty-eight All- 
American teams Harvard has been represented on 
thirty-three, Yale twenty-nine, Princeton twenty-six 
and Pennsylvania twenty-one. 

He also points out that each of the so-called Big 
Three fell a victim to Pennsylvania when last en- 
countered—Princeton in 1894, Yale in 1925 and Har- 
vard last month, 

Whether there was ever a Big Three we don’t know, 
but there certainly isn’t one now. And there won't 
be for a long time, from the looks of things.

Downward Reaction on Stock 
Exchange—-Money 4%, Ster- 
ling Slightly Lower. 


Summoned to pass judgment on 
what was for the Stock Exchange a 
batch of largely unexpected over- 
night news, yesterday’s stock market 
declined irregularly. In a few shares 
which had lately scored rapid ad- 
vances, the day’s declines were of 
considerable scope; Houston Oil at 
its lowest scoring a loss of 9% points, 
for instance, du Pont 8 and Ameri- 
can Machine and Foundry 11. All of 
these stocks, however, and with them 
a number’ of industrial shares whose 
early declines ranged from 2 to 6, 
recovered a reasonable part of their 
loss before the close. The advance in 
three or four shares of motor-car 
companies, in the face of the weak- 
ness elsewhere, attracted some at- 
tention. Railway shares declined al- 
most without exception; Canadian 
Pacific and Delaware & Hudson, 
whose advance was violent last Fri- 
day, fell 7 points each in yesterday’s 
early market, though regaining half 
of the loss lcter on. 

Notwithstanding the day’s lower 
range of prices, it was not easy to 
determine Wall Street’s precise atti- 
tude toward Mr. Coolidge’s re- 
iterated notice of withdrawal or the 
expediting of the gold movement or 
the reduced steel output. The dispo- 
sition yesterday was rather to accept 
the declines as a natural enough re- 
action from a highly stimulated ad- 
vance. The Stock Exchange money 
rate did not change and sterling 
went a trifling fraction below its 
high price of Monday. Cotton de- 
clined moderately, not reaching last 
week’s low figure. Today being the 
occasion for the Government’s tra- 
ditionally important final estimate of 
the department, speculative hesi- 
tancy in that market was natural. 
Last year, the December report 
marked up the estimate 218,000 bales, 
thereby fixing a higher total than 
the final ginning reports confirmcd. 

Weakness in the railway shares 
may or may not have been accentu- 
ated by the compilation, published 
yesterday, of the full earnings of the 
country’s railways for October. Ag- 
gregate decrease from the same 
month in 1926 is practically the same 
as in September; not quite 5 per 
cent. in gross-operating revenue and 
85g per cent. in net operating income. 
As in the case of the four preceding 
months, the net receipts fall below 
the corresponding period of 1925 as 
well as 1926. 

October’s gross revenue, indeed, is 
less than in any of the past four 
years except 1924, and gross receipts 
perhaps measure the course of gen- 
eral trade more accurately than the 
net. It is noticeable that the month’s 
5 per cent. decrease in gross re- 
ceipts from 1926, although in percent- 
age the largest since July, compares 
with an 8% per cent. reduction in 
that month; also that the percentage 
loss in gross earnings is less than 
October’s 61-3 per cent. reduction in 
reported car loadings. This is at 
least some consolation for the de- 
crease of nearly 10 per cent. in car- 
loadings as thus far reported for 
November. 

The midweek steel trade reviews 
make no special comment on the pre- 
vious day’s unexpectedly small re- 
port of steel production of Novem- 
ber. But The Iron Age holds that 
December’s output will be no larger; 
in which case, it estimates, the fourth 
quarter’s total production will proba- 
bly be 6 per cent. less than in the 
September quarter. It places fourth- 
quarter activities at 65 per cent. of 
capacity as against 8044 last year, but 
also looks for ‘‘expansion of produc- 
tion early in the new year.”

stitute today when he addressed a 
telegram to E. W. Clark, President 
of that organization, in which he ac- 
knowledged he had mnn‘sunderstood 
the conservation prograyn in process 
of development here.

Had Been Called Visionary. 
Mr. Doherty, the pioneer advocate 


been at odds with other leading fig- 
ures in the industry for some time 
and has been labeled as a visionary. 
A month ago he took vigorous excep- 
tion to the appointment of three past 
Presidents of the American Petro- 
leum Institute as members of a com- 
mittee of nine being formed by Sec- 
retary of the Interior Hubert Work, 
Chairman of the Federal Oil Con- 
servation Board, on the ground that 
they were reactionary and were op- 

nents of his plan for unit opera- 
ion. He threatened to go outside of 
the industry to fight for his policy.

His telegram follows: 


I have spent most of the day 
talking over the oil situation with 
Mark L. Requa and Ear!

ope they are, I am sorry that I 
made any protest to Dr. Work or 
that I again threatened: to go out- 
side of the industry to try and get 
results. 

I could only interpret the ap- 
pointment of my three most vig- 
orous opponents as meaning that 
the oil industry wanted to continue 
to block any ch nge in our present 
methods and that we would have 
to go through another long period 
of being told what we could not do. 

I am willing now, as I have been 
at all times, to sink my own per- 
sonality and my own views and ac- 
cept othe: plans than my own if it 
will bring about the conservation 
of the nation’s oil resources and 
the betterment of the conditions in 
the industry.

Stocks on the New. York Stock Ex- 
change last month more than made 
up the -sharp losses incurred during 
October, the total value of 226 stocks 
in seventeen classes advancing $1,- 
420,062,340 in value. This compares 
with a loss in value of $1,105,905,510 
in October, making a net gain for 
the two months of $314,156,830. 

With the November gain the total 
increase in value of these stocks 
since April 30 was. $3,709,672,577, or 
an average of more than half a bil- 
lion dollars foreach month: June 
and October alone showed losses in 
these stocks, that of October being 
the more severe of the two. Novem- 
ber’s gain was the second best, an 
increase of $1,465,972,287 in July eek 
tin; - pie d ‘since the ond of April.

WANTS NEW MERGER LAW 


Says Consolidations Must Not Be 
Based on fiztion-Wide Scheme, 
but on Economic Lines. 


In a survey of railroad financé, 
Mortimer L. Schiff, partner in Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co., yesterday made known 
his views in opposition to competi- 
tive bidding for railroad securities 
and to arbitrary consolidation of 
lines on a theoretical nation-wide 
pattern. 

Speaking at the Guaranty Trust 
Building, 524 Fifth Avenue, under 
the auspices of the New School for 


Social Research, Mr. Schiff described 
ben financing of the capita! needs of 
rn , including the bankers’ role 
in the . and 
problems of railroad reorganization 
and regulation. On the score of 
regulation, he declared that. enforced 
competitive bidding would injure the 
borrowing corporation, the banker 
and he investing public alike. He 
pointad a warning in the condition 
of thé rwunicipal and equipment trust 
certificste markets, 

“In ofter to determine the t re) 4 
ery ek the amount to be ered 
and thre terms and conditions of the 
issue," Schiff. said, ‘exact

“T am frank to say, even though

It means the pay- 
ment of too high a price by the suc- 
ce bidder, resulting in inade- 
quate ‘spread’ for the payment of 
underwriting and placing com 
sions and the offer of securities 
to the public at a forced price, as we 
have seen particularly in the case of 
@ number of foreign issues, with 
their resultant decline in price after 
the market support of the issuing 
house or group has been withdrawn. 

“Tt means lack of interest by the 
small deslers throughout the coun- 
try--the backbone of our investment 
market—in popularizing the securities 
in question, with resultant narrowing 
of their market. It means no sUp- 

rt in times of stress and no con- 

uitig interest in establishing a 
high credit for railroad corporations. 
It means the abandonment of the 
formulation of constructive planning 
by bankers responsible for a rail- 
road’s financial policy.” 

Discussing railroad consolidations, 
Mr. Schiff suggested that existing 
laws be amended to authorize the 
Interstate Commerce Commission to 
approve actual mergers of the cor- 
porate entity of one company into 


another. 
Mr, Schiff. quoted the Transporta- 
tion act of and said: ‘‘From this 
4g that rio consolidations 
’ is. actual mergers) can be au- 
orized which are not in harmony 
with a nation-wide scheme. That is 
the pr ‘nary difficulty, as it is utterly 
impossible to make an allocation of 
all the railroads of the country. Con- 
solidations must follow economic 
lines or they are bound to fail. No- 
, no matter how learned and ex- 
perienced, can make arbitrarily a 
new railroad map of the United 
States. It is just as futile as was the 
attempt of the Peace Conference of 
1919 to draw a new map of Europe. 
Consolidations must come, if at all, 
through negotiations by owners of 
such properties as naturally comple- 
ment and supplement each other. 
That this is now recognized is evi- 
denced by the abandonment, as far 
as one knows, by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission of its attempt to 
divide the railroads of the country 
into a number of regional systems.’’

. KANSAS CITY SOUTHERN 


Engineer Is Slated to Succeed 
J. A. Edson, Whose Resigna- 
tion Has Been Accepted. 


C. E. Johnston, Vice President and 
general manager of the Kansas City 
Southern Railway, is slated to be- 
come President, to succeed J. A. 
Edson, whose retirement was an- 
nounced several days ago. The lat- 


ter’s resignation was formally pre- 
sented to the directors yesterday and 
the Executive Committee recom- 
mended that it be accepted as of 
Jan. 1, 1928. 

The committee recommended to the 
board that Mr. Johnston be elected 
President. Officials declined to give 
out any information as to when Mr. 
Johnston’s formal election would take 
place.. Mr. Edson, who is 74, will re- 
main with the Kansas City Southern, 
the directors announced, in an “‘in- 
cidental connection and will have 
the title of President Retired.” 

Mr. Johnston, who is 46, started 
his railroad career in 1897 in the en- 
gineering corps of a system which is 
now included in the Chicago & East- 
ern Illinois. Thereafter he was with 
the St. Louis Southwestern and Chi- 
. cago & Eastern Illinois in engineering 

work, and held the positions of as- 
sistant engineer of the St. Louis-San 
Francisco, resident crgineer of the 
Missouri Pacific, and in 1908 he hbe- 
came locating engineer for the Kan- 
sas City Southern. With the latter 
road he became office engineer, divi- 
sion engineer, chief engineer and in 
February, 1917, was appointed Vice 
President and general manager.

26,625 Bales of Rugs Sold, With 
‘No Carpeting Offered—Total

Prices were considerably higher 
and competition much keener at yes- 
terday’s session of the Alexander 
Smith & Sons Carpet Company auc- 
tion of rugs than in either of the 
first two days. For the first time 
really competitive bidding began, 
which sent prices up, and brought 
the day’s total to $1,485,860 for 26,625 
bales. The three-day total now 
stands at $3,235,860 for 57,120 bales 
and pieces. Yesterday’s offerings 
were confined to rugs, no carpeting 
being auctioned, and more than 
three-quarters of the rugs put on 
sale weré Ardsley, Carlton and Smith 
axminsters. 

From the beginning of. yesterday’s 
session prices were higher than on 
Tuesday. They increased during the 
day, and the group of Ardsley ax- 
minsters which closed the day’s 
sale brought correspondingly higher 
prices than a siete Datael 
which sales siarted. en the ses- 
sion approached ‘its close at 6:30, af- 
ter nine and a half-hours of almost 
uninterrupted bidding, there was as 
great a show of hands and as much 
eagerness to get in bids as had been 
manifested at 9 in the morning, when 
sales started. F 

Prices, though higher, were still 
considered so favorable that in. al- 
most every lot balances were taken 
by the big jobbers and many small 
retailers were invariably disap- 

ointed. As soon as any particular 

id came down a little from the 
original high a jobber would snap 
up the balance before any but a few 
of the smaller concerns had a chance 
to get in their acceptances.

SEES WOOLEN MARKET 
ON UP-CURVE FOR 1928 


Trade Official Explains Plans for 
Institate to Study Industry's 
Problems. 


That the woolen industry is on the 
up-grade was the opinion expressed 
yesterday by R. Leland Keeney, who 
was re-elected President of the Amer- 
ican Association of Woolen and 
Worsted Manufacturers at the an- 
nual meeting of the organization 
held at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel. 
Lucius R. Eastman, President of the 
Merchants’ Association described the 
trends in modern business. There 
was an open discussion of a number 
of problems confronting the market. 

In his review of the year’s activ- 
ities, Mr. Keeney stated that the 
work of a committee on a standard 
copy of order was nearly completed 
and that once this order form is 
adopted many of the manufacturers’ 
troubles will be over. He also re- 
ferred to the group meetings held 
during the year and discussion of 
this subject made it clear that some 
action to enable producers to meet 
conditions that arise in their individ- 
ual lines is likely. 

“The one outstanding movement 
under foot today,’’ Mr. Keeney said, 
“is the effort we are making to co- 
ordinate the work of the different as- 
sociations made up of woolen and 
worsted manufacturers. Through the 
formation of a major committee, the 
two largest associations at least will 
be brought together. Eventually we 
might have as the head of our in- 
dustry an institute directed and sup- 
ported through this committee. 

“Before we attempt the institute, 
if that seems too. radical, we could 
at least start an industrial fellowship 
in some such institute as the Mellon 
Institute of Industrial Research of 
the University of Pittsburgh. 

“We have been through two or 
three very poor seasons, but in spite 
of the fact that a Presidential year 
looms, I personally believ: that the 
industry is on the upward curve.

ATTACKS REGULATION. 
ON ERGOT EFFICIENCY 


Dr. H. H. Rasby Says Federal 
Bureau’s Provisions Disregard 
the Law. 


Dr. H. H. Rusby; Dean of \the| mu 


College of Pharmacy, Columbia Uni- 
versity, issued a statement yesterday 
that the presence here of sub-stand- 
ard ergot, a drug used in maternity 
cases, was due to the promulgation 
by the Bureau of Chemistry, at 
Washingion, of regulations which 
disrégarded the Federal law. He said 
the law required that ‘‘an article sold 
for medicinal purposes under a name 
recognized by the Pharmacopoeia 
must comply with the standards of 
purity, quality and. strength laid 
down therein.”’ 

“This condition,’? Dr. Rusby con- 
tinued, ‘‘is that the manufacturer of 
ergot will agree so to proceed in his 
manufecturing that the preparation 
will be as efficient when tested on 
‘a rooster as it would have been if 
made from a drug of good quality. 
The rooster test on ergot is a mere 
makeshift. In spite of all the state- 
ments of the bureau to the con- 
trary, it is a fact that this question 
in the ergot market is purely one of 
a sordid, pecuniary consideration. 
The holders of fine ergot demand 
$1.95 a pound, while the trash can 
be hips ag for $1.34.’’ 

Dr. A. E. Taylor, Acting Chief of 
the Food, Drugs and Insecticide Ad- 
ministration, at Washington, yester- 
day addressed members of the New 
York Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation. When asked from the 
floor of the meeting, held in the 
board’s headquarters at 41 Park 
Row, to comment on the ergot ques- 
tion Dr. Taylor said the matter had 

one to a point which was beyond his 
Firisdiction and that even the regu- 
lations had been attacked. Therefor3, 
he declared, the question should be 


ee to the Department of Agricul- 
ure. 





Trends in Musical Instruments. 


While instalment selling of musical 
instruments has effected a wider dis- 
tribution of the better-grade mer- 
chandise to consumers, it has _ cur- 
tailed sales by the jobbers and the 
smaller retailers, it was said yester- 
day. This is because the latter are 
not in position to finance these sales 
as are the bigger distributers, which 
include the larger retailers and man- 
ufacturers who sell direct. It was 
added that the sale of a high-grade 
instrument ‘‘on time’’ has cut down 
the volume of sales of cheaper ones, 
which were bought by consumers at 
first and then traded in for better 
types later on. In the business be- 
ing done a good demand is reported 
for tenor banjos, new metal clarinets 
and higher grade trumpets. While 
the call for saxophones is good, it is 
not as active as was the case a year 
or two ago. But little interest is 
shown in cheaper violins.

Commissioners Vote to Defer 
Consideration Until State 
Completes Reports. 


CONVENTION IS ADJOURNED 


Deputy Superintendent Answers 
California Charges on Loans— 
Counsels Elect Officers. 


The National Convention of Insur- 
ance Commissioners, which has been 
in session at the Hotel Astor, con- 
cluded its meeting yesterday without 
taking action on criticisms of the 
Missouri Department of Insurance 
made by Commissioner Charles R. 
Detrick of California Tuesday. The 
Committee on Examinations, to 
which the matter was referred, voted 
to postpone consideration of the mat- 
ter until after the Missouri Depart- 
ment shall have completed its re- 
ports on its examination of the Con- 
tinental Life Insurance Company 
and the International Life Insurance 
Company, both of St. Louis. 

Commissioner Detrick had charged 
that both companies hau made inter- 
locking collateral loans to directors, 
aggregating more than 50 per cent. 
of the par value of the capital stock 
in each company, and had announced 
his intention of instituting an exami- 
nation of the companies as of Dec. 
31, 1927, in. which all States except 
Missouri would be invited to partici- 
pate, unless he received an answer 
to six questions he had addressed 
to the Missouri Department. 


Calis Loans Regular. 


A statement issued by ° Deputy 
Superintendent J. A. Rathbun of 
Missouri said, in part: 

“Referring to collateral loans be- 
tween Missouri insurance companies, 
or between these companies and com- 
panies of other States, we have only 
to say that the statutes of Missouri 
specifically provide for and authorize 
such loans. It is also our informa- 
tion that such loans are not confined 
to insurance companies of Missouri, 
but are frequently ~-ade by insurance 
companies of other States. 

“It goes without saying that the 
Missouri department will continue as 
it has in the past to see to it that 
Missouri insurance companies are 
kept in a sound condition. It is un- 
fortunate indeed that a time should 


be chosen for this attack when Su- 
perintendent Hyde is too ill to be 
present.”’ 

The recent enactment by the Ohio 
Legislature of an extra tax of one- 
half of 1 per cent. to be added to 
the existing tax of 2% per cent. on 
insurance premiums, with the stipu- 
lation that the entire tax was to be 
levied on the premiums of the pre- 
vious year was attacked by a num- 
ber of delegates who predicted that 
the law would be held unconstitu- 
tional as retroactive. 

State Superintendent Beha of New 
York said that this State would not 
take advantage of the reciprocal tax 
law permitting it to collect the extra 
one-half per cent. from Ohio compa- 
nies operating within this State until 
the Ohio law was finally adjudicated. 
Several other Commissioners voiced 
approval of his stand. 


New Offers for Counsels. 


The Association of Life Insurance 
Counsels at a meeting at the hotel 
elected officers as follows: Presi- 
dent, William J. Tully, formerly 
counsel for the Metropolitan Life; 
Vice President, George B. Young of 
the National Life of Vermont; Secre- 
tary, Harry Cole Bates, and Assis- 
tant Secretary, Miss Hilda F. Deyo, 
both of the Metropolitan Life. 

In a discussion of the interpreta- 
tion of the double indemnity clause 
for accidental death, William Mar- 
shall Bullitt, counsel for the Inter- 
southern Life Insurance Company, 
remarked that under a strict inter- 
pretation the death of Harry Hou- 
dini, famous stage magician, would 
not have been cailed accidental, as 
his physical condition contributed to 
it. He explained that Houdini had 
for years made a practice of inviting 
people to hit him in the stomach, 
and that such a blow led to the rup- 
ture of his appendix, which caused 
his death. 

Louis H. Cooke, counsel for the 
New York Life Insurance Company, 
which carried several policies on 
Houdini, said that his company was 
aware of that but had voluntarily 


paid the double indemnity rather | 


than stand on a technicality. 


BUILDING PERMITS GAIN. 


November Shows an Increase Over 
October, but a Decline From 1926. 


The building of ordinary house, of- 
fice and store structures permitted 
in November gained over October, 
according to Bradstreet’s, because of 
expansion in Manhattan, Boston, 
New Haven, St. Louis, Houston and 
Fort Worth, and along the entire 
Pacific Coast. Evidences of recession 
from 1926 are still visible, however, 
although the percentage of recession 


is smaller than in previous months. 

Total value of permitted building 
in November at 166 cities was $247,- 
840,225, against $228,396,130 im October 
and $252,372,771 in November a year 
ago. The value of building permitted 
in the five boroughs of New York 
City was $68,999,452, against $62,322,- 
440 in October and $82,213,818 in 
November, 1926. : 

For eleven months of the current 
year total expenditures of $3,071,974,- 
991 were involved, against $3,454,- 
248,858 in the same period last year, 
a decrease of 14.6 per cent.

EDITORIAL BARRED 
IN FEDERAL INQUIRY 


Printers’ Ink Statement Ruled 
Out as One Man’s Opinion 
in Advertising Hearing. 


TRADE RESTRAINT ALLEGED 


Witness Says He Was ‘Discouraged’ 
From Starting an Independent 
Agency by Publishers’ Body. 


When the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion continued its hearings here yes- 
terday. into the alleged activities in 
restraint of trade among newspaper 
publishers and advertising agents, it 
overruled its own counsel, Eugene 
Burr, in an attempt he made to in- 
sert into the record an editorial opin- 
ion of Printers’ Ink, a trade publica- 
tion. Clark McKercher, counsel for 
the American Advertising Agencies 
Association, succeeded in having the 
editorial stricken from the records 
when he cited the fact that it was 
written with a ‘‘by line’ and, there 
fore, represented ‘‘one man’s opinion, 
and not binding upon the clients he 
represented.’”’ 

Mr. Burr succeeded, however, in 
introducing testimony tending to 
show that an advertising man who 
endeavored to open an independent 
agency was discouraged by members 
of the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association. 

In the case of Printers’ Ink, Mr. 
Burr had read the editorial into the 
record in an effort to show that the 
editorial offered encouragement to 
the alleged conspiracy which the 
Federal Trade Commission is investi- 
gating. It was of such a nature 
according to Mr. Burr, that it 
would make Printers’ Ink a respon- 
dent if the Federal authorities so 
desired. 

After Robert W. Palmer, managing 
editor of Printers’ Ink, had identi- 
fied the editorials in question and 
the matter had later been ruled out 
of the record by Examiner John W. 
Addison, Mr. McKercher, outside of 
the hearing, asserted that the at- 
tempt, or ‘‘rather threat,’ of Mr. 
Burr to make the publication a co- 
conspirator was in reality an attempt 
at suppression of free speech. 

Mr. Burr later called Samuel A. 
Labaer, former advertising manager 
of R. H. Macy & Co. Mr. Labaer 
testified that when he decided to 
enter the advertising field for him- 
self he applied to the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association 
for official recognition that would 
enable him to receive the customary 
commission. He said that after 
establishing his financial status as 
twice the amount required by the 
publishers’ organization he was ad- 
vised that he must produce at least 
three clients. He later was advised, 
he said, to resume working for an 
agency. Mr. Labaer testified that 
without recognition of the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association it 
was impossible for him to get the 
number of clients required, so that 
he was compelled to place his busi- 
ness through another agency and re- 
ceived only part of his commission. 
Edward C. Vick, manager of the 
A. T. Delmar Company, advertising 
agents. testified that the publishers 
had refused recognition to his agen- 
cy, but that he had never considered 
it necessary to apply for membership 
in the American Advertising Agen- 
cies’ Association. 

At the close of the hearing Mr. 
McKercher said he believed the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission would not 
reach a finding against the Ameri- 
can Advertising Agencies’ Associa- 
tion inasmuch as figures would dis- 
prove the possibility of a conspiracy. 

Since the commission began its 
hearings here it has heard approxi- 
mately one hundred witnesses and 
added another 100,000 words to the 
600,000 words of testimony it pre- 
viously had taken. 


LEHIGH VALLEY OMITS 
$1.50 EXTRA DIVIDEND 


Customary Payment Reported Not 
Warranted by Earnings—Other 
Dividends Declared. 


Because of a drop in recent earn- 
ings, the directors of the Lehigh Val- 
ley Railroad, meeting in Philadelphia 
yesterday, failed to authorize the ex- 
tra dividend of $1.50 which was de- 
clared at this time a year ago and 
which has been considered a custom- 
ar: extra.

STANDS BY GUN ELEVATION. 


State Department Sees No Violation 
of Treaty Involved. 


Special to The Néw York Times. 

WASHINGTON; Dec. 7.—State De- 
partment officials incline to the view 
that élevation of guns on American 
battleships to give a higher angle of 
fire would constitute no violation of 
either the letter or the spirit of the 
Washington Naval Limitation treaty. 

With:the gubject due to come before 
the House of Répresentatives at an 
early date it was evident that the 
State Department would stand on 
the policy of Charles E. Hughes as 
Secretary of State that the elevation 
would be permitted by the Naval 
treaty. 

The opinion of Mr. Hughes was set 
forth in a letter to Representative 
Butler of Pennsylvania, CB west:heMmeyd 
the: House Naval Affairs Committee, 
on Jan. 6, 1925, that changes neces- 

ty for’ gun elevation “appear to be 

oa minor sort’”’ and would not con- 

stitute a reconstruction of the ships 

“‘within the meaning which would be 

attributed to , the: provisions of ‘the 
Naval treaty.’”’ 

“Tam. of opinion, however,"’ he 
said, “that, while such changes as 
would be contemplated in the case 
of the American ships would not con- 
stitute a violation of the terms of 
the treaty, they would tend to evoke 
the competition which it, has been 
the policy of this Government to 
mitigate.’’

HEATING BOILER DISABLED 


Minor Accident Injures»Heating 


Plant for Crew’s Quarters—-. 
Freighter Leaves Boston. 


Captain R.D. Gatewood,. chief’ of 
the Bureau of Maintenance and Re- 
pair of the Shipping Board, returned 
yesterday from Boston, where he at- 
tended the test of the newly con- 
verted motorship West Grama. He 
reported..that..the ship had come 
through - ‘‘very satisfactorily’ and 
that only one piece of her apparatus, 
the boiler used in heating the quar- 
ters of the crew, failed. 

‘When a seaman applied the torch 
to light the boiler at this stage of the 
day’s program a backfire resulted 
which tore off the sheet metal stack 
of the boiler. 

The West Grama is one of twenty 
ships in which Diesel engines will be 
installed by the Shipping Board. 

The boat developed a-speed of 12.6 
knots, but when she is loaded with 
cargo she will be expected to develop 
only 11.5 to 12 knots. The engine was 
somewhat noisy, according to Cap- 


tain Gatewood, but functioned well. 
The West Grama left Boston last 
night for Philadelphia, where she 
will take on some of her cargo and 
will proceed.to NewYork for the re- 
= on ofthe cargo. She has been 
alloca to the American Republics 
Line ay South American wpek “pe 
“The Shipping: Board,” said Cap- 
tain Gatewood, ‘‘expects to use the 
West Grama as a model by which to 
determine the value of dieselized 
ships in the South American trade. 
She is the first of the type to be as- 


»signed to a Shipping Board route in 


that field and her’ performance 
will be watched closely. © Curiously 
enough, it was a steam: boiler in a 
ship that is operated electrically that 
was the one piece of apparatus that 
failed to meet the test.’’ 

The West Grama will leave New 
York Dec. 16 for South America. The 
freighter Mercer, which is also under 
Captain Gatewood’s supervision, is 
expected to reach Rotterdam today 
on her first ‘transatlantic trip as a 
burner of pulverized coal.
